Rabbi's  Desk 

e  really  have  to  congratulate 
our  lay  leaders  and  clergy 
on  launching  our  year-long 
theme  of  “Prayer  and 
Practice”.  1  understand  that 
over  75  congregants  are 
attending  the 
classes  that 
examine  the 
origins  and 
meaning  of 
prayer  and  the 
Hebrew 
language.  This 
desire  and 
enthusiasm  are  a 
source  of  great 
satisfaction  and  encouragement.  Yet,  we 
must  translate  this  learning  into  action. 

Many  years  ago  my  grandfather  told 
me  of  a  visit  he  made  to  a  temple.  That 
community  was  proud  of  its  courses  in 
Judaism,  and  they  had  a  showcase  of 
ritual  objects,  such  as  tejillin,  but  no 
one  actually  wore  them  anymore.  It  was 
just  a  remembrance  of  things  long  past. 
Sadly,  because  of  the  historic  culture  of 
our  Synagogue,  we  learn  about  prayer, 
but  there  is  little  desire  for  services 
other  than  Shabbat  morning,  and  many 
people  rarely  come  to  services  at  all.  For 
over  a  hundred  years  of  our  existence, 
there  was  no  daily  morning  service. 
When  I  came  to  P.A.S.,  I  tried  hard  to 
change  the  tradition  of  only  having 
morning  services  on  Shabbat,  and  a  few 
stalwarts  have  aided  me. 

A  synagogue  of  our  size  should  have 
no  problem  in  arranging  for  afternoon/ 
evening  and  morning  minyanim ,  yet 
people  are  not  responding.  The  great 
blizzard  in  February  was  an  example:  At 
least  a  thousand  congregants  live  within 
a  block  or  two  of  RA.S.,  yet  only  two 
non-regulars  came  in  order  to  help 
those  who  were  saying  kaddish , 
realizing  that  it  would  be  difficult  for 
some  of  the  regulars  to  get  here.  We  also 


often  struggle  to  gather  a  minyan  on 
July  4th,  Thanksgiving,  etc.  Maybe  I  am 
wrong  to  request  something  from  the 
congregation  that  it  seems  not  to  want, 
but  I  don’t  want  to  give  up  yet.  Let  us 
hope  that  we  can  maintain  our  services 
and  that  our  members  will  care  enough 


and  be  generous  enough  with  their  time 
that  they  will  spend  fifteen  minutes  in 
communal  prayer  in  order  to  maintain 
proper  synagogue  life.

And 
dramatically 
illustrating  that  all 
that  is  accomplished 
is  built  on  the 
shoulders  of  those 
who  come  before  you, 
I  hope  that  Marcia  Colvin,  Karen 
Glantemik,  Kathy  Grunfeld,  Morris 
Podolsky,  Susan  Silverman,  and  Rabbi  Stern 
all  feel  a  special  pride  in  the  difference  they 
have  made  in  the  lives  of  the  congregants  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

The  Shabbaton  with  guest  speaker  Rabbi 
David  Wolpe  was  the  perfect  beginning  to 
our  year  of  exploration  of  prayer  and 
practice.  During  2006,  each  of  us  will  take 
our  own  journey  to  find  what  resonates 
with  us,  but  what  I  hope  comes  from  the 
Shabbaton  and  from  the  year  ahead  is  that 
all  congregants  will  see  the  unique  role  the 


Synagogue  can  have  in  their  lives.  Truly 
understanding  the  value  of  Jewish  prayers 
and  the  power  of  Jewish  rituals  can  add  a 
dimension  to  the  life  of  each  and  every 
congregant  who  decides  to  take  advantage 
of  at  least  one  of  the  multiple  entryways  into 
this  topic  that  the  Synagogue  is  offering 
throughout  this  year. 

Exploring  a  topic  that  is  difficult  has 
great  challenges  and  great  rewards. 

Exploring  that  topic  at  your  Synagogue, 
with  congregants  of  all  ages,  will  give  the 
added  special  quality  of  discovery  within  a 
community  that  becomes  your  “family.”  It  is 
here  waiting  for  you — I  hope  you  will  see 
the  value  of  being  a  part  of  it. 

The  spring  will  be  very  busy  with  all  the 
activities  related  to  the  theme  and  all  of  the 
other  wonderful  events  that  occur  at  our 
Synagogue,  but  it  will  also  mark 
the  beginnning  of  the  process  of  finding 
Rabbi  Lincoln’s  successor.  I  have  used  the 
time  since  Rabbi  Lincoln  announced  his 
retirement  to  speak  to  lay  leaders  and 
Rabbis  of  synagogues  around  the  country 
who  have  recently  been  involved  in  searches 
and  to  visit  with  the  appropriate  members  of 
the  Rabbinic  Assembly  to  truly  understand 
the  process.  I  have  learned  that  the  ideal 
search  committee  has  8-10  members.  It 
should  be  composed  of  both  men  and 
women  representing  all  demographics  of  the 
congregation,  Board  members  and  those 
who  are  not,  frequent  synagogue  goers  and 
members  who  are  here  just  three  times  a 
year.  At  the  March  2  Board  of  Trustees 


Meeting,  I  will  announce  a  search 
committee  that  is  reflective  of  these 
guidelines. 

After  the  search  committee  is  formed, 
from  April  to  June  there  will  be  a  series  of 
meetings  during  which  every  single 
congregant  will  have  the  opportunity  to  tell 
me  and  a  member  of  the  search  committee 
the  qualities  they  feel  are  essential  in  our 
next  Senior  Rabbi,  to  find  the  right  match 
for  our  Congregation.  You  will  be  assigned  a 
meeting  date  based  on  the  first  letter  of  your 
last  name.  The  dates  of  the  meetings  and  the 
questions  to  contemplate  before  you  attend 
will  be  sent  to  you  in  a  separate 
letter.  During  the  summer,  the  search 
committee  will  compile  all  of  your 
responses;  this  will  be  the  foundation  for 
creating  the  document  that  will  be  given  to 
all  the  candidates  of  our  worldwide  search, 
which  begins  next  fall.  This  is  your 
community,  your  family  and  throughout  the 
process  you  will  be  represented  and 
informed. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  all  of  you  many 
times  over  the  next  few  months,  starting 
with  our  wonderful  Gala  this  Saturday  night 
where  we  can  celebrate  our  cantors,  the 
musical  tradition  of  our  institution  and  how 
great  it  is  to  be  a  member  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.

Sara  Ben-Ezra  and  Bradley  Pearl:  Student 
Council  is  where  students  face  problems  that 
happen  in  schools  or  communities  and  deal 
with  them  in  a  proper  way.  Members  of  Stu¬ 
dent  Council  represent  the  students’  ideas, 
opinions  ,  and  agenda  to  the  administrator  of 


the  school.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  members 
of  the  Student  Council  to  discuss  the  prob¬ 
lems  that  the  students  face.  We  will  collect  the 
information  by  talking  to  the  teachers  and 
talking  to  the  students. 

Rachel  Wolitzer:  A  Student  Council  member 
would  have  to  be  dedicated  to  the  position 
and  be  able  to  listen  to  others  well.  He  or  she 
would  listen  to  fellow  students  and  teachers 
for  their  ideas,  suggestions,  and  agenda,  and 
then  use  all  the  ideas  and  suggestions,  includ¬ 


ing  their  own,  to  try  to  make  The  Congrega¬ 
tional  School  a  better  place.  A  Council  mem¬ 
ber  can’t  take  sides  and  must  be  honest  with 
his  or  her  opinions. 

Elias  Wacht:  I  think  that  Student  Council  is 
an  organized,  civilized,  place  where  students 
can  sit  down  and  talk  about  problems  and 
things  they  don’t  like  with  the  other  Council 
members,  who  can  help  them  talk  through 
any  problems  and  suggest  answers.  Also  it’s  a 
place  to  discuss  student  recommendations  to 
help  the  School.  I  think  I  could  help  by  partic¬ 
ipating  and  by  helping  people  deal  with  prob¬ 
lems.  Also  I  would  help  make  the  school  bet¬ 
ter  in  any  ways  that  other  students  recom¬ 
mend  and  bring  them  into  conversations.  I 
would  be  open-minded  to  any  ideas  that  other 
students  would  have.  This  is  what  I  think  I 
could  do  in  Student  Council  if  I  got  in.

Torah.  Am.  Aretz. 

At  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century,  Rav  Kook  posited 
a  triangle  as  a  represen  tation  of  Jewish  Identity.  Its 
three  sides  stood  for:  Torah,  Am  (peoplehood)  and 
Aretz  (land).  This  model  has  been  translated  and  trans¬ 
formed  in  institutions  of  Jewish  learning  ever  since.  As  a 
community  we  struggle  with  how  to  make  this  paradigm 
representative  of  our  lives  as  Jews.  Does  Torah  mean  literal¬ 
ly  the  texts  of  Judaism  -  the  embodiment  of  the  idea  of  the 
“People  of  the  Book”  -  or  does  it  reflect  the  complex  val¬ 
ues  and  traditions  that  we  hope  to  transmit  to  the  next 
generation?  Can  you  teach  the  ideals  of  am  yisrael  insulat¬ 
ed  from  within  the  walls  of  learning?  Is  it  possible  to  foster 
a  love  of  and  connection  to  eretz  yisrael  from  the  diaspora? 
We  grapple  with  these  questions  as  educators,  as  parents 
and  as  students. 

In  The  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  High  School,  I  believe  that 
we  are  doing  a  fairly  good  job  of  tackling  sides  1  and  2  - 
we  can  teach  Torah  -  in  both  definitions.  It  is  concrete. 
There  are  educational  objectives  that  can  be  met:  Do  our 
students  recognize  a  page  of  Talmud ?  Do  they  know  how 
to  interpret  it?  Can  they  identify  with  the  ideals  of  chesed 
and  tikkun  olaml  Are  our  students  able  to  navigate  the 
rhythm  and  structure  of  the  service?  Of  a  prayer? 

The  prevalence  of  the  Internet  in  our  students’  lives, 
and  their  incredible  steeping  in  current  events  assists  us  in 
dealing  with  side  2 -am  yisrael.  We  can  (although  not 
entirely  authentically)  bridge  for  them  a  connection  to 
Jewish  communities  worldwide.  They  wresde  with  what 
happened  in  Entebbe,  they  empathize  with  the  fight  for 
Soviet  Jewry  they  grapple  the  ramifications  of  anti-Semi¬ 
tism  in  France  or  in  Argentina. 

But  Israel. . .  that  is  the  question.  We  can  teach  facts,  we 
can  update  events,  and  we  can  even  provide  them  with 
mifgashim  (meetings  /  interactions)  with  Israelis  who  are 
visiting  in  New  York.  But  I  am  not  sure  that  the  profound 
impact  of  a  teen  trip  to  Israel  can  ever  be  replicated  from 
our  own  home.  1  am  not  sure  that  you  can  teach  love.  But, 

I  know  that  without  that  love  -  without  that  third  side  of 
the  triangle  -  we  are  not  cultivating  a  full  Jewish  identity. 

With  birthright  Israel,  MASA  and  the  skyrocketing 
enrollment  in  programs  around  the  world,  there  are  amaz¬ 
ing  and  exciting  opportunities  to  go  to  Israel.  Many  of  our 
students  have  participated  in  programs  like  USY  Pilgrimage, 
Young  Judaea  Israel  Discovery  and  Alexander  Muss  High 
School  in  Israel,  but  we  know  that  more  have  not. 

There  are  literally  hundreds  of  opportunities  to  spend 
time  in  Israel  -  particularly  over  the  summer.  There  are 
programs  that  deal  widr  special  interests  -  community 
service,  Jewish  learning,  sports,  activism,  etc.  If  you  are 
interested  in  exploring  the  options,  contact  our  High 
School  office  at  ext.  141  and  we  would  be  happy  to  set  up 
a  meeting.
